Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  Health 
and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Council’s  District  for  1 9&2, 

The  incidence  of  all  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
was  remarkably  lav/.  There  was  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  or  of 
diphtheria  notified  during  the  year.  The  usual  standards  for 
judging  the  well-being  of  a community  are  the  prevalence  and 
death  rates  from  certain  conditions,  such  as  the  infant  mortality 
rate,  the  maternal  mortality  rate,  the  rate  of  notification  of 
new  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  the  tuberculosis  death  rate.  All 
these  were  low  in  19^2. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  other  Chief  Officers  of  the 
Council  throughout  the  year.

1 . Mater  Supply . 

There  is  a piped  water  supply  to  the  whole  of  the  Urban 
District.  The  supply  is  provided  by  the  Rickmanswarth  & Uxbridge 
Valley  Water  Company  and  the  Bucks.  Water  Board.  The  former  serves 
the  Old  and  the  New  Towns  and  the  latter,  Holtspur  and  District. 


The  water  contains  a high  degree  of  temporary  hardness, 
and  therefore  no  problems  from  plumbo-solvency  occur.  An  adequate 
supply  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  district  during  the  year. 
The  water  samples  sent  for  Bacteriological  Examination  proved  to  b e 
satisfactory. 

There  are  now  no  wells  supplying  drinking  water  within  the 

district. 


2. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage . 


Nearly  the  whole  of  the  district  is  connected  to  one  of  the 
two  sewerage  systems.  The  Old  Torn  is  sewered  to  a modified  broad 
irrigation  works  at  Iledgerley  Lane  and  the  New  Town  and  Holtspur  areas 
are  sewered  to  the  disposal  works  off  Riding  Lane  at  Holtspur. 


The  majority  of  the  cesspools  remaining  are  for  premises 
which  are  outlying  and  these  are  emptied  free,  -within  2f8  hours  of 
receiving  notification. 
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It  is  apparent  that  both  sewage  works  were  not 
originally  designed  to  handle  the  amount  of  sewage  that  is  at 
present  gravitating  to  them,  and  although  many  modifications 
have  been  made  over  the  years  to  cope  with  the  increased 
quantity,  it  is  considered  that  some  extensive  alterations 
■vri.ll  have  to  be  made  in  the  near  future.  The  sewerage 
systems  however,  are  adequate. 

3 . Collection  and  Disposal  of  __Refuse. 

The  house-to-house  collection  of  refuse  has  been 
maintained  on  a weekly  basis  throughout  the  year.  Tvrice 
weekly  collections  are  made  to  shop  premises  as  required,  and 
in  these  cases  a small  annual  charge  is  made. 

The  refuse  is  taken  to  a private  tip  just  outside 
the  Beaconsfield  Urban  District  and  is  being  used  as  back- 
filling to  a gravel  pit.  The  paper  salvage  is  sorted,  baled 
and  sold  to  nne  of  the  local  paper  mills.  Metal  is  taken  by 
a scrap  merchant. 

Twenty  Informal  Notices  were  served  on  private  house- 
holds requiring  renewal  of  defective  dustbins. 

The  number  of  properties,  shewn  below,  controlled  by 
the  Council  at  the  end  of  December  1 962,  was  767  as  compared 
with  736  at  December  1 961  .

The  Bucks  County  Council,  as  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority, 
sample  milk  produced  in  the  district.  These  samples  are  sent  for 
Bacteriological  examination,  primarily  for  Tubercle  Bacilli.  The 
examination  a1  so,  however,  reveals  the  presence  of  Brucella  organisms.

One  dairyman  in  the  district  produces  and  Bottles  his  own
